The announcement was made today 
in a circular letter sigucd by the com- 
pany and sent to every subscriber to 
the service. After stating that *25,OUU 
have been spent ic improvements 
during the past year, and that sub- 
scribers have access to TOO phones in 
the city and ~w m tbe countvGout of 
the city the letter continues." 


"The company tinds itself very 


much in debt and the present revenue 
is not sufficient to ever pay it out. 
We will, therefore, necessarily have 
to increase tbe rates to *1S per year for 
residence phones, and S3U per year for 
buaiuess phones, which are the rates 
charged by Mt Vernon and other 
towns of this size. Even with this in- 
crease it virill be a number of years be 
fore the stockholders can realize divi- 
dends. In the past five years the 
company has paid one dividend of 3 
per cent, and the persons who have 
the responsibility and management oi 
tue company have not received anv- 
thing for their services. When the 
present rates were made the loss by 
storms and depreciation of property 
was not taken into consideration. At 
that time tbe Hell Telephone Com- 
pany was charging S3U for residence 
phones and -?4S for business phones, 
and the low rates made by the Citi- 
zens' couip iny at that time cannot be 
further maintained, as the business 
has been conducted at an actual loss 
to the stockholders. 


"The new rates will go into effect 
July 1. next, and we trust will meet 
with your Approval. Should we not 
hear from you uo the contrary we shall 
a>sume that you appreciate the ne 
cesssuy of the change and will con- 
tinue i's one of our subscribers."

Hotel Woodruff and for a brief period 
as the Hotel Lancaster. By far the 
greater portion of the patients recelv 
ed In the institution were those seek 
ing cure from the drink habit and 
those who were addicted to the use 
of drugs. When the fire broke out 
there were' on the fifth floor a number 
of patients suffering from delirium 
tremens and some who were derangec 
by drugs. Several of these were 
strapped to their beds, and it was 
found impossible to save them so rap- 
idly did the fire spread through the 
building. 


The fire originated In the basement 


of the building and spread rapidly to 
the upper stories through the elevator 
shaft. The blaze was discovered by 
James Newell, a grocer, who was driv- 
ing through the alley in rear of the 
building. 
He noticed smoke coming 


from one of the basement windows and 
ran into the engine room to discover 
its cause. 
Behind the boilers, hi the 


enter of the cellar and within a few 
feet of the elevator shaft, he saw a 
small flame. The next instant the 
flames were caught by the draught in 
the elevator shaft and carried up with 


rear. Newell shonted to several 


men in the alley to give the alarm- 


As the cry of fire rang through the 


building patients sprang from their 
beds, and before they could be pre- 
vented several had jumped from the 
windows to the pavement. The fire 
Ue-partment was. on the scene within 
a. few minutes, and as tbe windows 
were filled with people shrieking for 
help the firemen devoted their first 
efforts to save lives and allowed the 
fire to burn. While this was the 
means of saving a large number ot 
people, who were carried down the 
ladders by the firemen, it gave the 
fire such a headway that there was 
almost no chance for those on the 
upper floors of the building. 


Alderman Kent was hi a room on 


the fifth floor with his attendant. A. 
W. Wattles. The alderman, who has 
been totally blind for many years, 
was in a straightjacket. and his hands 
were manacled to-a belt that passed 
around his waist. Wattles was unable 
to control the patient, who, after a 
desperate struggle, was left to his 
fate. Wattles jumping from a window 
and sustaining fatal injuries. 


The Victims. 


The lost, as far as known at pres- 


ent, are as follows: S. J. Newell, Carl 
A. Carlson, Michael Luby, Joseph 
Harrington, Samuel Dalzell. Dr. J. T. 
Stanton. J. B. Bishop of St. Louis, 
George Ribbeck. G. S. Gott of La- 
vergne. lUs.; William Kent, alderman 
of the Fourth ward. Chicago; John B. 
Knapman, Mrs. M. Baumann, B. £L 
Boyd. 78, and member of the medical 
staff of the institution. 


A scene that wrought to the pitch 


of madness the great crowd that had 
gathered around the building was en- 
acted at a fourth-story window on the 
aorth side. Across this window was 
a heavy wire screen and on the out- 
side of the screen were iron bars run- 
ning parallel to the sill. The space 
between these bars was too small to 
allow the passage of even a small boy, 
and behind them were gathered a 
crowd of men. Escape in other direc- 
tions was impossible, for tbe fire filled 
all the halls and was steadily eating 
its way toward the window at which 
the men were standing. The one 
chance for life for that crowd of men 
lay through that screened and barred 
window. The men closest to the 
screen tore and tugged at It in a vain 
e£ort to tear it from its fastenings, 
and the men behind them fought mad- 
ly to get closo enough to the screen 
to fasten their fingers in it. So fierce- 
ly did the prison*rs pull at the screen 
that from the street below were plain- 
ly visible tiny streams of blood that 
trickled from lacerated fingers and 
bands and flowed over the window sill. 


W. E, Davis of Cedar Rapids. Iowa, 


finaily induced the men to cease th«ir 
diAconnected~pulUna; at the screen and 
to unite their efforts. The maddened 
men obey*d and soon tne screen and 
bars were torn away. Then ensued a 
frightful struggle. The men at the 
windows fought to keep their places 
nntll the firemen could raise ladders, 
and the men in the rear, some of 
whom were already being reached by 
the flames, fought to gain the window. 


The first man through waa Dr. C. 


A. Anderson of Chicago. No ladder* 
were in front of the window. Ander- 
ses hesitated for an instant, then 
sprang for the fire escape, clutched It, 
aid was saved. The next man through 
the window was G. S. Gott of La-

John Knapman was one of the few 
who leaped to death from a window. 
The burned building had a front of 
40 feet on Wabash avenue and extend 
ed back 70 feet to an alley. It was 
of brick, five stories high, and was 
valued at JloO.OOO. 


Nine Girls Perished. 


London. June 10.—The inadequacj- 


of th« fire equipment of London has 
again been demonstrated by the fatal- 
ities which attended a comparatively 
small blaze In the center of the city. 
The fire occurred in the upper portion 
of a 5-story building adjoining t 
Mansion House station, in the busiest 
section of London. The first extension 
ladders to arrive at the scene could 
not be elevated to the height of the 
fourth story, and inmates of the upper 
floois were compelled to jump into a 
tarpaulin which had been hastily com- 
mandeered by the firemen from a 
passing fruit van. Several of those 
who jumped were badly Injured, and 
others who refused to take this risk 
disappeared within the smoking win- 
dows. Several hours elapsed before 
the casualties were ascertained. It 
was then found that nine young girls 
had been burned to death and that 15 
persons had been Injured, one prob- 
ably fatally. The bodies of the dead 
wera all badly burned, and two could 
not be recognized. 


Another Fatal Blaze. 


Saratoga. N. Y., June 10.—Fire de- 


stroyed the Arcade and the Citizens' 
National bank block and the Schakel- 
ford building, aud caused the loss ot 
five lives. Tlie dead are: Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth M. Mabee. Mrs. Sarah Owens. 
Mrs. David Howland, Miss Farrington. 
Chief Engineer Ellas J- Shadwick was 
seriously injured while rescuing peo- 
ple from the building, and his condi- 
tion Is critical. The propetty loss is 
estimated at $225,000. The Arcade 
property was to have been sold at par- 
tition sale June 12. It is owned by 
the Shoemaker estate of Cincinnati 
and Benjamin J. Goldsmith of this 
place. 
The exact origin of the fire 


has not yet been discovereti. 


Salcsman Found Dead. 


Kansas City. June 10. — John W. 


Ralley, 51. was found dead in his 
room at a local hotel. Ke left a note 
saying "I am ill and helpless," and 
asking that his wife at Nowata. L T., 
be notified. Railey was a traveling 
salesman for a Kansas City packing 
house. His father, John M. Railey, 
who died recently, and the latter's 
brother, had been in the banking bus- 
iness at Weston, Mo., for nearly half 


century.

ANTI-ANARCHY BILL 


th« Lower H*uee by an Over- 


whelming Vote. 


Washington. June 10.—By a vote of 


175 to 35 the anti-anarchy bill was 
passed by the house. The bill is a sub- 
stitute for the senate measure, which 
contained no anti-anarchy provisions, 
but which did contain a provision 
omitted from "the substitute for a 
bodyguard for the president The sub- 
stitute consists of 13 sections. It pro- 
vides that any person who shall un- 
lawfully, . purposely and knowingly 
kill the president or vice president or 
any officer entitled by law to succeed 
to the presidency, any foreign ambas- 
sador or minister accredited to this 
country, while engaged in the per- 
formance of his official duties or he- 
cause of his official'character or be- 
cause of any of his acts or omissions, 
snail suffer death. Any person who at- 
tempts to commit any of the above 
offenses shall be imprisoned not less 
than 10 years. " Any person who aids, 
abets or conspires with another to 
commit any of the above offenses 
shall be deemed a principal. Any pei- 
son who knowingly harbors, conceals 
or aids with intent that he may avoid 
arrest or punisument any person who 
has committed one of the above of- 
fensese shall be imprisoned from one 
to 25 years. Any persons who advo- 
cate the unlawful killing of an officer 
of the government or of the govern- 
ment of any civilized nation because 
of his official character, or who open- 
ly justifies such killing with intent to 
secure the commission of any of the 
above offenses, shall be fined from 
$500 to 55.000 and Imprisoned from 
one to 20 years.
